LEON AH D KENNEDY worn: Waa at the Ct.

E. B. Wolcott was chairman of tbe meeting 
organized there. Identified Resolutions shown 
him as those passed at the meeting. Thinks 
Mr. Booth spoke to the Resolutions; so did 
others; the^ist of the speeches was the right 
of the writ of habeas corpus and of the Jury 
trial, & the danger of Glover's being taken away 
clandestinely; the meeting bad no suspicion that 
Judge Miller would countenance such taking 
away, but feared Garland's friends would. — 
Heard Watkina' speech on the fence, report- 
ing the result of the conference of tbe sub 
committee with Judge Miller; good de*l of ex- 
citement waa the result of Mr. Watkina' an- 
nouncement. Went home on Main st.; soon 
saw a crowd on Wisconsin turning down Main;

st.; Mr. Booth could not have been ahead of 
him or by the side of the wagon with Glover — 
Mr. Booth came up from the North two or three 
minutes afterward ; was within two or three 
feet of Glover when he got out the wagon. — 
Mr. Booth did not say anything to Glover; saw 
Mr. Booth up East Water at. some time before 
he came up. 


Cross-exit mined : Nothing new or material. 


BASKING THEADWAY, sieorn : Saw the 


wagon with Glover bulow Bell's Exchange 
Bauk on East Water st. and in a few seconds 
saw Mr.Booth come down Michigan st. and turn 
down East Water. 
I stood in the door of the 


State Bank, when Mr. Booth turned out of 
Michigan into East Water; Glover might have 
been half way down the block below Belt's 
Bank — [a block and a half apart.] 


HOWARD BOSWORTH, steorn. Was on the 


ground on the day of the rescue ; Mr, Wat- 
kins' speech, that Judge Miller would not let 
Glover come out on the writ of haheas cor- 
pus caused much excitement; Mr, Booth ad. 
vised all to commit no violence; he was 
calm, and I thought him lincere in his advice: 
told the crowd there waa no help against Judge 
Miller's decision ; that Glover would stay in 
jail till Monday nt 10 A. M.; Mr. Booth spoke 
strongly against the Fugitive Slave Act ; other- 
wise very calm. 


Cross-examined. Crowd was ttill and order- 


ly after Messrs. Booth and Watkins spoke, and 
'did not hear a word to show that there waa 
any intention of breaking the jail. 


WM. SCHMKMSG sworn: Saw the wagon 


with Glover start; saw Mr. Booth in the Court 
House square near the gate toward Jackson 
at., and the .wagon waa then half way by the 
square on Oneida st. 


Cross-examined: Nothing further. 
C. SHKPAKD sworn: Wm here at tbe time of 


the Rescue , saw the wagon that he supposed 
contained Glover, for there was a colored man 
with a checkered shirt in it, past my house; — 
my house is on the south tide of the Court 
House square, on Oneida at. about 70 feet from 
Jefferaon st The horses went as fast at they 
could go; saw Mr. Booth pass some time after- 
ward on horseback ; must have been more than 
a square behind the wagon with Glover.

The foreign voters, finding they had too nifiny 


bere, sent two hundred and fifty up to Tccum- 
sah ; even thun there w«-re a great number of 
the moat respectable cl'iss thnt did not voto. 
A number of persons, who httd said all along 
that they were Free Stnto IIIIMI; voted the Mis- 
souri ticket, because tht-y did not like the other. 
And thorn were a good :iincy Free State men, 
who did not voto at nil, and there were from 
seventy-five to one-hundred eastern emigrants, 
.jnst arrived, who voted the Free State ticket. 
This wo tried to prevent, but could not, as the 
pro-slavery imported voters use this as their 
great argument, that if linstern persons have a 
right to come in just before the election and 
vote, perming of other States have nlso the game 
right. 
Whon we saw wo were so entirely over- 


powered, we thought it best not to give the 
the pro-slavery party any shadow of pretext in 
this regard. 
The t'lvction passed off in all other 


places just as it did here. 
So thorough was 


the organization of the imported voturs, that 
they designed carrying every precinct in the 
territories, by large majorities. The whole de- 
sign of the persons who cams here was to vote, 
which they did, and then retired to their bomes 
in the States. 


In many places the Free State innn were 


driven from the polls, to tlmt this election will 
be no test of their strength. Thosejudgca who 
took the oath the Governor prescribed, and 
also permitted the ilk-giil votes to be received 
and returned, will be in :i very delicute position 
about the time the first Criminal Court sits in 
Kansfi*. Tho Governor will not give certifi- 
cates of election to any one against whom there 
has been a protest entered, until he has beard 
the facts in the case.—Kansas free State.
